PASTOR’S DESK

SPARKS FROM MARK; 


A month or so ago in one of my homilies I quoted 
Msgr. O'Connell as saying when the Holy Spirit is 
hot, and places in ones heart a call or a moving of 
ones spirit, then one must act. One cannot let the Holy 
Spirit have a chance to cool off. 

This past May and June, I believe that the Holy Spirit 
was hot in my life, calling me to think and to ponder 
the possibility of going back to school. There is a real 
longing in my heart to continue to learn the richness, 
sources and tradition of our Catholic Faith. 


I visited with several friends about this desire and call 
of mine and they encouraged me to visit with the 
Bishop about it. Last June I visited with Bishop 
Cupich about applying for a Doctor of Ministry in 
Preaching from Aquinas Institute of Theology in St. 
Louis, Missouri. He sounded excited about the 
possibility and encouraged me to visit with the 
pastoral council and staff at the parish. 

In July, I met with our pastoral council and parish 
staff and they to seem excited about this possibility as 
well. Some thought I was crazy for wanting to take 
tests and write research papers all over again. 
However, they saw a real benefit not only for me, but 
for the parish and the diocese. 

In September, I met with the Bishop and the Diocesan 
Consulters and they gave me permission to move 
forward with the application process of applying for a 
Doctor of Ministry in Preaching. Last weekl finished 
and sent off my application in to Aquinas Institute of 
Theology. I should hear back by end of December 
whether or not I have been accepted to enter the 
program. 

If I am accepted to the program I will still remain the 
pastor of OLBH. The program is set up as a long 
distance learning module. I will need to be in St. 

Louis three times a year for a week at a time for 
intensive classroom work. There will be weekly 
reading assignments, tests and research papers. The 
doctorate program takes four years with a total of 
thirty credit hours and a thesis project at the end. 

I will let you know in December if I am accepted to 
this program. Again, I am excited and nervous about 
the possibilities.
